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Boy Severely Hurt 
‘By Dynamite Cap; 
Rushed To Hospital 


Russell Bigelow, nine-year-old 
son of Mr. and Mrs. Harold F., 
Bigelow of Warwick avenue, is 
at the Franklin County hospital 
recovering from severe injuries 
received in the explosion of a 
dynamite cap with which he was 
playing in the barn at his home 
last Monday afternoon. 

Shortly -before the noon hour 
young Russell had accompanied 
his mother on a walk and visit 
to a neighbor’s and upon their 
return, as Mrs, Bigelow went into 
the house, the boy went to the 
barn. In a short time the explo- 
sion took place and the boy was 
found to be severely injured, 
covered with blood and suffering 
much pain. Mr. Bigelow was im- 
mediately notified, the boy cared 
for by bandaging and then rush- 
ed to the Franklin County hospi- 
tal where doctors were summon- 
ed to care for him. 

His jeg was badly gashed and 
his face cut and imbedded with 
fragments of the cap. Fear was 
felt for one of bis eyes. After his 
wounds had been cared for he 
was given tetnus serum and re- 
ports are that he is responding 
gradually to treatment. Dr. Al- 
fred E. Johnson and Dr. F. A. 
Millett were the physicians sum- 
moned. 

His father. is assistant Post- 
master at the East Northfleld 
post office. It is believed that the 
boy had found a number of these 
dynamite caps and that he had 
attached one ‘to a battery when 
it immediately detonated. 

Latest reports from the hospit- 
al say that he is improving.

“Still For Peace,” 
Says Miss Rankin

On the 20th anniversary of 
America’s entrance into the 
World War, Miss Jeannette Ran- 
kin, the first woman elected to 
Congress, who voted against the 
war. declaration in 1917, urges 
immediate action by the Ameri- 
can people to keep this country 
out of another foreign conflict. 

“We learned from the last war 
that if the people wish to keep 
out of future wars, they must de- 
mand legislation which express- 
es the desire to abandon the use 
of the war method.” 

Interviewed in her office at 
the headquarters of the National 
Council for Prevention of War, 
where she is engaged as director 
of its legislative department, Miss 
Rankin deplored our huge arma- 
ment expenditures, asserting that 
they are totally unrelated to our 
actual defense needs. “The Amer- 
ican people want to stay out of 
foreign wars.” 

The crying need today, she 
feels, is for individual men and 
women to accept their responsi- 
bility for peace, to acquaint 
themselves with peace issues in 
Congress, and to make their opin- 
ion felt with their elected repre- 
sentatives, including the Presi- 
dent, in Washington. 

“TI have never regretted my 
vote against the World,” she re- 
minisced. “These twenty years 
have intensified my conviction 
that war is still the tsupid, futile 
mefhod of attempting to settle 
disputes that it was in 1917.” 

Stx Senators and 49 Represent- 
atives stood with Miss Rankin 
and voted against the World War. 
Twenty-six of this number are 
still Hving and are to hold a re- 
union banquet in Washington on 
April 6.

A Contest Develops 
In Unitarianism For 
The High Office

A contest in the election of a 
president of the American Uni- 
tafian Association, central execu- 
tive body of the Unitarian 
churches becomes apparent’ in 
the announcement of the candi- 
dacy of the Rev. Dr. Charles R. 
Joy of Boston, administrative 
vice-president of the Association 
for the past seven years. 

Dr. Joy was nominated for 
president on a petition signed by 
nearly 100 Unitarians of 25 
churches in accordance with the

Association By-Laws, which pro- 
vide that 50 petitioners from at 
least ten churches may nominate 
candidates to Association offices 
in addition to those named by 
the directors. The Rev. Dr. 
Frederick M. Eliot of St. Paul, 
Minn., was nominated to the 
presidency by the directors at 
their meeting Jan. 12. Election 
of the president will take place 
May 25 in Boston at the annual 
meeting of the Association. 

Special interset attaches to Dr. 
Joy’s candidacy, as it follows 
shortly upon a two-year study 
of organized Unitarianism made 
by the Commission of Appraisal 
of the Association, which recom- 
mended several changes in or- 
ganization and _ policy, and of 
which Dr. Eliot, the other presi- 
dential nominee, was chairman. 
Dr. Eliot is now secretary of a 
commission on “Planning and 
Review,” which is joining with 
the Unitarian Association in a 
study of the appraisal commis- 
sion’s recommendations. 

Dr. Joy stated today that his 
acceptance of the nomination 
was based on fundamental diff- 
erence with Dr. Eliot as to poli- 
cies, methods and program to be 
followed by the association. 

Born in Boston and raised a 
Methodist, Dr. Joy, after his 
graduation from Harvard, train- 
ed for the Unitarian ministry, 
graduating in 1911 cum laude 
from the Theological. School in 
Harvard University. Kie is also 
a graduate of the Andover Theo- 
logical Seminary. In 1933. he re- 
ceived the honorary degree of 
Doctor of Sacred Theology from 
the Pacific Unitarian School. 
The Northfield church is a mem- 
ber of the American Unitarian

The state of Vermont is plan- 
ning to mark “RKourteen years as 
an Independent Republic and 150 
years as a Staté of the Union” 
during the year'1941.

This recognition by Vermont 
may tend to make all States of 
the Union admission-conscious, 
since Vermont was the first State 
to be admitted to the Union after 
the original thirteen. This was 
the starting of a “Long Trail” 
over which 34 other states have 
followed Vermont’ into — the 
United States, a procession of 
States beginning with Kentucky 
in 1792 and culminating with 
New Mexico in 1912, 

Governor Aiken’s signing of 
the joint resolution passed by 
the Legislature is not merely an 
official commitment to the idea 
of the recognition of the 150th 
anniversary, but also a_ signal 
for the mobilization of the peo- 
ple of the State in support of a 
1937-1941 program of so-called 
“Sesquicentennial Objectives.”
